When the early frosts have play 
od havoc with the ripe, red toma­ 
toes, there will always be many 
green ones left over.

Place in 
the enameled ware preserving ket­ 
tle and add four 
lemons

Add one inch of ginger root. four 
pounds of sugar and pour over the 
whole half a cup of cold water 
Cook slowly for 
two hours.

off the stove and cool. 
Cook for two hours 
more, 
or 
long enough to make a rich, jam 
like mass. This preserve 
is an ex­ 
cellent filling for tarts or pies.

CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCE 
TO BE HELD FRIDAY 


(By the Associated Press) 
ATHENS—Currency is 
so 
dis­ 
tressingly scarce in all the Balkan 
states, that not a single govern­ 
ment will permit a traveler, no mat­ 
ter what his nationality, to carry 
away with him more than the gov­ 
ernment concerned thinks he needs 
to get him to his next stopping 
place. In most cases this is 1,000 
units of whatever the currency may 
be; anything over this sum is con­ 
fiscated. This means the owner of 
the money will never see It again, 
and the procedure is legal, for the 
law* making it so is down clearly 
in the statutes of virtually every 
country of southeastern 
Europe. 
The despoiled individual has no re­ 
course. 
Many naturalized Americans, na­ 
tives originally of 
some 
Balkan 
country, have come home since the 
end of the w*ar bringing with them 
wealth in dollars. Now they are be­ 
ginning to get enough of the old 
country, and again turn their faces 
to the new world. Their dollars 
meantime have been exchanged into 
drachma, or dinar, or lei or lev, 
and they want to carry away what 
is left. But the government says no; 
only 1,000; the rest stays here. 
Thereupon the naturalized citizen 
turns to the nearest American dip­ 
lomatic representative and claims 
protection. The situation presents 
so many difficulties that the Ameri­ 
can ministers to the Balkan states 
have met in conference to discuss 
what best to do. They are warning 
all citizens, and particularly natur­ 
alized, not to come over here with 
more money than they 
actually 
need. Also they may take the mat­ 
ter up with Washington.

One can hardly 
justify the 
assertion 
that 
the 
French are a decadent race when 
such information as this is pre­ 
sented : 
The population of the IO invad­ 
ed departments had been increased 
to 4,207,000 persons on July 
I, 
compared to 2,075,000 at the arm ­ 
istice and 4,690,000 in 1914. 
New homes to the number of 21- 
556 had been completed on July I. 
as against 9,732 in 
April, 
1922, 
and 480,864 damaged dwellings had 
been 
repaired and 
136,000 
tem­ 
porary structures erected. 
Out of 3,337,000 hectares (a hec­ 
tare is 2.47 acres) 1,880,427 hec­ 
tares of agricultural land were un­ 
der cultivation out 
of 
1,882,209 
hectares which had been rendered 
useless. 
A total of"7,771 
factories 
have 
been rebuilt and are in operation, 
employing 70.9 per cent of pre-war 
personnel. 
The number of schools reopened 
is 7,178, compared to the pre-war 
number of 7,395. Also, 193 hospit­ 
als have been reopened, compared 
to 200 existing in 1914; and there 
are now 2,894 charitable institu­ 
tions in operation. In 1914 there 
were 2,834, and only 665 at the 
armistice. 
Up to July I, 1923, the number
